He vvri- 
tcth hovy hehath acopy vencrandz vetuſtatis, vvher not S, 
Lukes men, but S. Mathevves be vp vnto Adam. He ſhould 
haue brent, notſent to poſterity that vvicked vvork. Some vvic- 
ked copier, thatdreamcd loſeph hisfamilie,to be handled in S. 
Luke, and knovving that Ioſeph could not haue natural!l fa- 
thers in ſeyerall families, thought good to framea Goſpell of 
his ovvyne head: & to lcaue out the moſt glorious familie in 
the vvorld. This rulc the; reader may take at my hand: That 
comonth the places in Which the holy Apoſtles excellin Thalmudig, 
or Catiig, Lerning, ſome rude copiers alter after their owne braine. 
But as any cares can diſcerne Cyclops Polypghemus Muliketo 
comeſhort of Ariſtoxenus : ſoariy one Thalmudiq; & Attiqz 
yvhar the holy Apoſtles left, Rude copiers can never bring that 
vvhich hath rare vviſdome.

an Philoſophers, vvho by Daniels prophecy, ch. 9. came to 
Ieruſalem, to ſcke the late borne King of the levyes the moſt 


holy. Daniel the vviſe, full of grace, vyold not miſſe to take or- 
der that his nation & Suſan vyher is rombe yyas yet honored 


of Elam, ſhould reckon moſt exaQly yere by yere, vvhen the 
King of glory vyold make his covenant , vvith all nationes. 
And che half ſeauen,, of teaching the Goſpell, vvas made 


knoyven ; & thirty yeres forto be a father in nature , Solon 
the old & Heſiod noted in poetry; & Sala, Paleg , Saruch, our 
Lords fathers ſhevy it in prattiſe, fathers at thirty. And for 
governement ; Ioſeph as King in Egypt at thirty ; & Dauid 
Kingin dedeat Hebron ; & the lavy for the Levites to begin 
their office of {ad or heay charge at thirty. Soall the vvorld 
as the Philoſophers of Suſan might knovy in vyhat yere ſince 


1ludah came from Babel, Chriſt yvasto come into the yvorld. 
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| Andacomfortable light in the ayer appearing at Sufan firange 
' -uboue the courſe of nature, could not but move the Perſian 
Icrned men, to knovy Gods connſel, to loke for the King, 
told off by holy Daniel , ſo longe before.' For this cauſe the 
Perſians Sagescomie to leruſalem. But Herod, better knevy the 
time, as the Sacrificers & the vvhole nation ; of vvyhom.none 
brought exception that vvay; none of any ſtriving againſt the 
truth, for other poinRes. But Herod miſtoke the nature of the 
King ; & knevv not that God vvas in Chriſt , reconciling the - 
vvorld vnto him ſelf. To teach Herod,& the Thalmudiq; & all 

the vvorld, vvhat kind of King Meſſias ſhould be,S. Mathevy 
vvriteth this chapter; ſhevving fourtene, fathers afterthe fleſh 
tothe ſonne Eternal ; vvho ſavv his dayes afore & rejoyced; 
& although they vvere nor perfiteC in doQrine ſeucrally from 
vs; yet heaucn , the perfect bleſſing for the ſoule, they had 
yyhen they left this vyorld. All good men in priuate life; But 

the firſt King hardly ſaued him ſelf; after he came to reſt. Feur.

gris & Euphrates; & ftayd at Charan till he make many Sou- 
lesz & his father died there, aged 204. yeres. heauy by yeres, 
who toke his journey for Chanaan, & had not broken off, but 
by heauy yeres, & death : then was Abraham 75. by Moyſes 
text: byS. ſtephansnote vpon it ; by the Greke Philo; whoſe 
(wordes I hauecited in the Concent in Latin : ) & by ſunary 
Ebrewes in Midras Rabba. And reaſon wold tell vs that 
Thara was dead before God promiſed Abraham that Chriſt 
ſhould come of him : Otherwiſe as he took journey 'toyvard 
Chanaan ; he had not ſtayd in Charan but by yveakenes. 
An aunſvvearto M . Scaliger, 

Becauſe it is vvritten Thara liued ſeauenty yeres , & begate 
Abraham, Charan & Nachor, M. fcaliger fighteth vehemently 
againſt Beroaldus & ali that vvere afore of his mynd. And 
vvher he faith, ſtill brethren be named in ſeniority; & for the 
obicCtion in Sem, Cham, & lapheth; vvher lapheth is eldeſtin 
the lxx he vyold haue Sem eldeſt , Cham next & Iapheth yon- 
geſt, I aunſvvear; yfany vvilbe contentions the church of God 
kath no ſuch cuſtome to S. ſtephen aQt.

& but ten yeres yorger then Abraham , the Babylonian 'I hal- 
mudegathereth ſen(ibly that Abraham vvasnor the Eldeſt. So 
all the Eldeſt Ievves fight forS. ſtephen ; & for S. Luke. And 
for S. Mathevv that T hara vyas dead before Abraham recea« 
ned the promiſſe. That ſtill Abraham might be alone in the 
dignity of the promeſſe. So M. ſcaliger might haue ſparcd di- 
Nurbance of S, Mathevves begininge. 
Of Abrahams 1dolatry. 

S. Paul calleth Abraham «3 as hevvas once Idolatrous; 
& ſach an one Philo & Rambam make-him to haue bene; bur 
by faith he vyas iuſtified. So S. Paul diſputeth vpon him againſt 
the Ieyves thus ; vvhat ſhall vve ſay then that Abraham our fa. 
ther found by the fleſh? yf Abraham vverc iuſtefied by vyorkes- 
he hath vvherin to rejoyce. But he hath no vvorkes to reiovice 
in before God For his requeſt vnto Sara to hazard her Chaſtity 
vvasa fault; as Rabby Bechaia vpon gen. 15 doth make it, anc» 
gregious treſpas,a groſs fault,an exceding lin;dred frogreat mi 
ſtruſt in God ; & the cauſe of liraels forovy & fall in Egypt. Ss 
he hath not to rcjoice before God: Therfore he vvas not iuſti- 
fied by vyorkes before God.S.lames dealing vvith leyves vyho 
then , as novv, think theyr reverence to thelavv , & belief ins | 
the truc;h of the ſtory, iuſtifyes them,ſhevveth that they aredes» 
ccaucd. For Abraham & all Godly ſhevy good vyorkes, to tell; 
others that they honour God; as Abraham did : in not ſparing: : 
his Sonne. Noyvy, vvher as God ſayd to Abraham;Becauſe thow 
haſt not ſpared thy oniy ſonne ; I ſvveare, I vvill multiply thy: 
ſede; The very Ieyves in Midras Rabba ſhevv the meaning. 
thus;by the ſimilitude of a phyſician , vvuho promiſeth to heals 


the phyſician ſayth:; Becauſe you. haue ſoftaken the drench; L.;*+ 
yvill (vvear I vvill heale you. Thus the party is confirmed; & 
not called to a nevy beginnig. So Abrahams maniteſtation of 
regeneration isrecompenicd, in aconfirmation:not vvith rhe 
fountain of his iuſtification, And-ttill the Prophetes re- 
quire open iuſlice;% God punitheth every ſin; but lefle, vpon 
charitz;& in that ſenſe charity covereth many ſinnes. But the 
fountaine vvas Abraham belcuedin God :& that vvas recok- 
ned to him for juſtice ; as Dauid fayth that they are happy 
vvhoſc ſinnes are forgiuen.So Abraham vyas iuſtified by faith; | 
beleving that Chriſt ſbould come of him ; & ſhould be raiſcd 
from thedead,as he kneyy that yt he had killed Iſaac God wold 
hane raiſed him again. So faith ſhalbe reckoned ynto vsfor 
iufticeg vvich beleuc that God raiſed leſus our Lord from the 
dead:yyho vvas killed for our ſinnes: & raiſed for our iultifi- 
cation, Theſe pointes the Greke Crede handlcth plainly; & 
the Greke fathers: & Porphyry and the oracles, that our Lordes 
ſoule vycnt hence to heauen.. And Ben Arama, vvho ſaith; 
Chriſtianes belcue our Lordes (oule vyent to Hell , doth the 
Goſpell great iniury. Fot through infinite mention ot death 
& relurreion, ther is never one ſyllable of going to Hell but 
in one oration in Iohn ſix times expreſimentioof going tothe 
father. A vviſe vvyriter never repeates, but yvith ſome agdition 
ytanycan be. And icing thegoing ofa iuſt ſouleto Hell, is 
more ſtrange, then bravlpwmie, the dvvelling of Godin man; 
or relurreQion ; it had bene oftener handled in plain termes, 
yfirhad bene true. One R. Mana leyv obieted vato me our 
Crede of going to Hell. I told him it vvas an heathen phraſe; 
butmeancd, as theyr Thalmudiq; tc go to Paradfle ; & Sodel- 
cending in Moſes Ioſue, Iudges, Ruth, & Kinges, is for ae<- 
#144 & {0 tranſlated ; & more then once tranſlated avicy 
aſceded.

16 & 
tcl cxpreſly that-God prepared Heauen to receaue Abraham 
the pilgrom & ſtranger, loking for the heauenly city:& hence 
the levves might haue lerned the meaning of our Crede : & 
for Paradiſe Luc. 23. the matter vvas plain ; that our L. vvent 


thence thither. And no levves of Modeſty vyold haue (launs 


dered our Goſpellto'/Mach mad:to forge beter Keys of Paradile, 
A phicaſtical Black ſmith, not a Bcſlaleel he proued. Although 
this article ſhould here be handled largely in Abraham the 
Patron of faith ; yet I may be ſhort : becauſe L.. Th, vvinton 
proveth againſt Geueveans by Iofephus, Ignatius, luſtin mar« 
tyr, Euſcbius, Athanaſjus, ( in his ſermon ) Cyrillus, Epiphas 


nius, Nazianzen, That HaidesorCatachthonia to Godly, is hea» 


uen; & he fortifieth Geneveans faith ; that by Grek our Lord 
yvent henceto Paradiſe;& iaſtly reieeth Hell grefefrom 9g, 
as hated of Bible, Rabbines vpon Ebrevvy , & Attiques vpon 
the Goſpell. Iſhevved in ſix Greke vvorkes left in Germanie 
- hovvlernedly the R.R. FE. healed the Geneyeansdileaſe;vyho 
 denyed a going to Haides vyher Abraham is; Luc.

them out, asa ſhame to be named in Salomons hovvſe; & un 
yyorthy of reckoning in the Nevy Teſtament. And here he tea 
cheth Herod and all, by ſilence, more then any by anie cries,

that none heauenly mynded, v uold bring Chriſt the King 'r6 


'ſach, orfrom ſuch a Kingdome, ſiace Dauid vvrote; Thy Thro«. 
me, 0 God, is for ever CF ever. the Sceptre of thy Kinzdame, is a Sce 


prre of righteouſnes: thou loveſ? inſtice, andhateſ? ſin,Ther fore it is

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moſt evident , that God thy God hath anointed thee Weith ole of 
gladnes above thy felowes. Yet inthe fixt generation from A+ 
cab the vvicked, King Azarias found mercy; aged 4. ycres vyhe 
his Father vyas kild; and vvas ruled by the Councell, about 12 
yeres; and ſo ſomyyhat better brought up, then yf he had dene 
ruled by his Father. Yer ke dyed ina Leproſic, for offring in 
the Sacrificers office, in Chriſt his Kingdome; in v\hich of. 
ficeSem the great by :he name of Melchiſedek, vvas deſcribed 
a Sacrificer in phraſc ſtill abiding, as ſtill alive. Azarias ſhould 
have lerned that of his Father David; & that none of luda vver 
tocome nerethe altar. By Lavy death vvas the payment for 
the ation;for endeuour a Leprolie brake out in his forehead: - 
vnto his death ſhut up from comon companie. And by this 
puniſhment of Salomons hovvſe, Tha:mudiques ſhould have 
Icrned, that Chriſt ſhould be a King in an higher perſon & of- 
fice; asthe Eternal, the brightneſſ of glory; having all the na- 
turc of God in him;vyhocarieth abour all thinges by his migh 
ty vyord.& by himſelf performing a clenſing ranſome of our 
ſinncs,ſhould fiton theright hand of God. Vatoſucha King 
Herod & the Sctibes might hav looked, & to an Eternal throg 
for theſelucs. And in this age God sheyved a shaking of Salo- 
mos houlc. In the yerethat Y ziasdied, the gloric of Chrilt fil 
led the teple, vvith a ſmoke cfanger;& the poltsof it trembled 
by the terrible carrhquake, mentioned by Zacharie; at yyhich 
the people fled. Then Efay ſeeth Seraphin. in the tEple;Angels 
repreſenting the Chaldeans vyhic shall burne the temple;& ig 
taught oſten calamities tocome afor the laſt deſtrutis;yvhich 
 Thaueordered in tablesia my Concent. "Theſe terrours made 
loatham a good King: but Achaz yvold not beleue,as did Eue, 
that the Sonne of God vyold bea man ofa virgin. He had ben. 
vvel plagued by Pckath;& his childre yver kiled by the Arabie 
anes. Ezehias vvasa good King; but after deliuerance from Sa. 
nachetib famous in Herodotus, he shevved the-Chaldean his 
yvelth;as hauing ſome truſt init; &is told that his — |

Butſome 
Chriſtianes thought he spake not of doQtrine;but of joy to the 
Faithfull ſoules gone hence; that the 0!d Faithfull had not the 
joyesof Heauen at the firſt, Vpon that, the Tevves inferre 
that vve taught the Patriarkes yvent to Hell. Yfthey vvent not 
to Heauen. And that could not be true, that Abraham and 
Moyſes, ſo familier yvith God in hovvles of klay, should not 
hane grerter familiaritic after their ſoules vveretreed from the 
contupt bodie. This ertourof Chryſoſtomes upon Heb. x1.the 
Jevves uexed. 

Euer ſince Chryſoſtome uexed them for Dan. 12; and limi 
ted times for affliction under Antiochus; and limited for yeres

under Heathen, So that God had limited time of hope. Ben 
Arama cited an old vyork named Siphry;vvho uexeth us novy 
a thouſand yeres;whence Machmad might feyn righter keyes 
of Paradiſc; and ftrenghten Arrianiſme:as Arius, in Athana« 
fius;thatyf Chriſt vvent to Haides, He had not the higheſt 
joy.

For the vyordes being of the lxx« 
lob 3#. can meane no more then doth the Ebreyy there mea 
ne. And thus goeth the Ebrevv in the vyordes of Ged to lob. 
cha. 38,16; Haue the gates of death bene reucaled unto thee? 
Or laſt thou ſcene the gates of the shadovy ofdeath? The texr 
hath no mote nor lefſe then this. And this later is Greked as1 
cited. The Icvv vvhich 1iranſlated lob, vyas excelent in Poetry; 
& by yeres might be Prophets ſcholer: to Aggay and Zachary, 
& knovy that Chriſt might tell lob thus; Thou haſt notſeene 
the ſtate of the dead; but-.in manhood I vvill breake theſe bar.

and in partto weſt, this tranſlation , is ſo skilfullic cited of Ga. 


lilean fiſhers & the reſt, thatall he wittes in the world to this 
day, cannot folow their ſteppes, to applic their Greke unto 'E 
brew. Diſdain not,dulaes is the cauſe of the blindnes. Biſhops 
of Kingdomes ſhould all be Pape, Popes cftheir owne ſoile;

The Apoſtles had difputationes with the Thalmudiques; 
vho ſpeake after the manerof the whole nati6 upon the 61 3
